THE DANVILLE LYNCHIN G. 


Miss Barnett Approves it and State’s 


Attorney Wilson Disapproves. 
4ssoc.ated Press Leased-wire Service. 


DANVILLE (Ill.,) May 27.—Saturday’s 
lynching is still the absorbing topic of 
conversation. There is a possibility that 
those of the mob who are known will be 
indicted by the grand jury. 

State’s Attorney 8. G. Wilson is much 
opposed to lynch law, and has taken a 
more decided stand in censuring the mob 
than any other prominent citizen of Dan- 
ville. He said today: “If the grand jury 
indicts the lynchers, you can rest as- 
sured that I will prosecute them vigor- 
ously and fearlessly. The matter will be 
brought before the grand jury. What 
action it will take I, of course, am un- 
able to say. I believe in following the 
law in every case. Last summer some 
citizens complained that Danville was 
overrun with mobs of striking coal min- 
ers. I do not see any difference between 
a mob of poor coal miners and one of 
rich farmers.“ ‘ 

The people will pay the damages done 
to the County Jail. The amount will be 
raised by. voluntary subscription: The 
damage will not exceed $200. Miss Bar- 
nett’s condition is improved, and it is ex- 
pected that she will be removed to her 
father’s home in Indianola in a few 
days. The action of the lynchers meets 
with her approval.

HIS GRADUAL DECLINE. 

WASHINGTON, May  27.—Secretary 
Gresham had another relapse at 6 o'clock 
this morning and is in a critical condition. 


Pleuratic fluid has gathered about his 
lungs and materially weakened his condi- 
tion 


WASHINGTON, May  27.—Secretary 
Gresham is reported this eect as 
resting more easily than this morning.

INCIDENTS AT THE DEATH BED. 
WASHINGTON, May, 28.—Secretary 

Gresham died at 1:15 o'clock this morning 
at his rooms at the Arlington House. Al- 
though bir recovery was practically aban- 
doned when his spel! occurred shortly be- 
fore 6 o’clock last evening, the most pow- 
erful heart etimulants known to medical 
ecience were injected periodically, and an 
infusion of normal saline solution was 
made through an open vein in the arm. 
He recovered slightly, but owing to severe 
rigors shortly before 11 o'clock, he began 
to fail rapidly and his vitality began to 
ebb. The three physicians saw that the 
end was near, and at 12 o’clock withdrew 
to the ante-room, leaving in the sickroom 
only the members of his family and the 
nurses. 

Up to that time be was conscious, and 
talked at intervals. His words were full 
of bravery. He fully appreciated his con- 
dition, and spoke words of hope and cheer 
to bis stricken wife and daughter. Some- 
times his mind wandered slightly, and 
went back to the days of long ago, re- 
calling incidents of youth and happiness in 
the Spring of his life. He spoke, too, of 
bis absent son and hie private secretary, 
Landis. whom he loved as à een, and bo, 
Uke bis son, was speeding to bis bedside, 
all too late.

THE FATAL ILLNESS. 

Mr. Gresham's ness began May 1, 
when he was attacked with acute pleurisy. 
The physicians diagnosed his case ae Fall- 
stone in the bladder at first, his pleurisy 
symptoms being overlooked for almost 
thirty-six hours. As soon as Dr. W. W. 
J „ Who has since been the attending 
physician, was called, he discovered that 
the Secretary was suffering from an acute 
case of pleurisy, probably caused by ex- 
poeure while riding out to Woodley, the 
President's country home, at night. Mean- 
time the gall-stone had passed. The Sec- 
retary’s right lung was affected, the cav- 
ity being already filled with pleuritic fluid. 
His respiration rose to 43. The physicians 
decided not to tap the cavity, but to rely 
upon absorption to rid it of the exuded 
fluid. Gradually Secretary Gresham grew 
better. The respiration was reduced to 


Saturday, when Dr. Johnson 
thought all danger past, the left lung 
suddenly became affected and filled rap- 
idly. Since then either Dr. Johnson or 
the consulting physician has been at his 
bedside constantly, as have Mrs. Gresham 
and the Secretary's son-in-law, Mr. An- 
drews. He passed a very bad night on 
Saturday and a bad day Sunday, suffering 
so much pain that last night he was 
Placed under the influence of opiates. He 
was kept more or less under their 
influence all day. His long iliness had 
weakened the Secretary greatly and his 
physicians decided that in his exhausted 
condition he could not undergo an oper- 
ation for the removal of the fluid. The 
fact that the Secretary has had stomach 
trouble for years and has been obliged to 
diet, militated against any rapid recov- 
ery of strength. Secretary Gresham had 
an attack of pleurisy years ago. He has 
also suffered much from his wounds, 
being at one time bedridden for over a 
year. 

About 5:30 o'clock he sank rapidly and 
death was momentarily expected. Restor- 
atives were applied and hypodermic in- 
jections of nitro-glycerine, the most pow- 
erful of all heart stimulants, and strych- 
nine were made. His bloodvessels were 
in a state of collapse and his condition 
was so extremely critical that the physi- 
clans decided that transfusion was imme- 
diately necessary to stimulate the heart. 
Dr. Ranssaeller, an expert surgeon and 
son-M-law of Dr. Johnson, was hastily 
sent for. He opened a velm in the left 
arm and infused a pint and a half of nor- 
mal saline solution. The operation was 
successful and about 9 o'clock the 
stricken statesman had revived somewhat. 
PRESIDENT CLEVELAND INQUIRES. 

The news which came later that Secre- 
tary Gresham was dying spread like wild- 
fire che, and public officials 
and the Secretary called at 
the hotel by te score and asked anx- 
lously for information. 

t Cleveland, who was at Wood- 
ley, was telephoned to aad kept con- 
stantly informed as to his premier 's con- 
dition. He, too, has been confined to his 
room, it is said, for two days by a bilious 
attack. He sent in word that if it was 
possible for him to see he Secretary or to 
be of any assistance he would be glad to 
come in, but the physicians stated that 
it would be impossible for the Secretary 
to see anyone and he therefore decided 
to remain at Woodley. 

The Secretary lay in one of a suite of 
rooms on the ground floor of the Arling- 
ton Hotel. At his bedside were Mrs. 
Gresham, his daughter, Mrs. E. F. An- 
drews of Chicago, and his son-in-law, Mr. 
Andrews, the nurses and physicians. Sec- 
retary Lamont and First Assistant-Post- 
master-General Jones, Assistant Secretary 
of State Uhl. Chief Justice Fuller, Col. 
Corbin and Capt. Fuller of the army re- 
mained in Parlor A, connected with the 
Secretary’s suite, receiving such persons 
as were admitted and answering inquiries. 
Among those who called were the Chi- 
nese Minister and his secretary, Senor 
Romero, Mexican Minister; Minister Ku- 
rino of Japan, Assistant Secretary Ham- 
lin and Secretary Carlisle, Comptroller 
Eckeis, Justice Harlan, Senator Gorman 
of Maryland, and Dr. Guzman, the Nica- 
raguan Minister. 

Secretary Gresham was conseicous almost 
the entire evening. Many times he in- 
quired for hie son, Otto, who is en the 
way from Ohio. ‘Meanwhile the anxious 
watchers at the bedside about 9:20 o’clock 
saw the giant frame of the Secretary con- 
vulsed by a severe chil. He sank rapidly, 
but the chill passed away and he recov- 
ered slightly, and then dozed for a few 
minutes. The physicians continued to give 
hypodermic injections of aitroglycer.n. 
At 12:10 o’elock he suffered ano! her rigor. 
At 11:30 o’clock Secretary Herber: came 
to the hotel. He had arr've! in Washinz- 
ton about 8:30 o'clock, bastening at «nce 
to join the little party of watchers. Py 
midnight the signs of diszs>lution were 
crowding thick and fast. The members 
of the Secretary’s family who had been 
excluded earMer in the evening from a 
fear that their presence might arouse tbe 
apprehension of the dying man, bad been 
admitted, for it was plain that Secretary 
Gresham fully realize l his position and de- 
sired to spend his lasc moments with 5is 
loved ones. He had be2n conscious and 
even conversed calmly with those about 
him, but as the midnight hour drew near, 
the waning forces of ife were no longer 
equal to the effort and he sank into si- 
lence. Although alm pulseless and 
without signs of life otherwise, bis eyes 
still showed the gleam of intelligence and 
appreciation of what was going on around 
bim, and the watchers waited in silent 
agony of spirit for the going out of life. 


Sketch of His Life. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—Walter Quin- 
ton Gresham was a soldier, a judge and 
a statesman prominent in those three 
great fields of human endeavor. He rose 
to the rank of major-general of volun- 
teers during the rebellion. He was for 
fourteen years United States Circuit Judge 
for Unnois and held three Cabinet port- 
folios, Postmaster-General and Secre- 
tary of the Treasury under Arthur and 
Secretary of State under Mr. Cleveland. 

Mr. Gresham came of English stock. His 
ancestors moved to Virginia and later to 
Harrison county, Indiana, where he was 
born on St. Patrick’s day, 1832. In 1833 
Mr. Gresham’s father was elected sheriff 
and in the next year was murdered by a 
noted whom he had gone to 
arrest. The mother of Walter Q. was left 
a widow with five emall children. He was 
then but 2 years old. He grew up with 
but two or three winter's schooling, until 
he was 16 years of age. By dint of hard 
work and the assistance of. his brother, 
he succeeded in entering the seminary at 
Corydon. 

Two years there and he went to Bloom- 
ington University and completed his ed- 
ucation, so far as schooling was con- 
cerned. He took up the law. In 1855 the 
Republican party was formed and with it 
the first shriek of war was sounded. Gov.

| WASHINGTON, May 27.—The United 
States Supreme Court today denied the 
application of Eugene V. Debs, the strike 
leader, for a writ of habeas corpus. This 
is a victory for the government. No 
more important question, with the single 
exception of the income tax, has come de- 
fore the Supreme Court during the past 
year than the attempt of Debs and other 
officers of the American Railway Union to 
secure the revereal of their sentences to 
jail by Judge Woods for interfering wita 
interstate commerce and the running of 
mails im the great railway strike of last 
summer. 

The decision of the court was read by 
Justice Brewer, and was unanimous, there 
being no dissenting opinion. All conten- 
tions of the government were sustained. 
The conclusions of the court were that the 
government of the United States has ju- 
Trisdiction over every foot of soil, and 
over every individual within the bounda- 
ries of the United States, and that, while 
it was of Umited powers, it had eover- 
eignity within those limitations. It has 
power to invoke a civil court to remove 
obstructions to interstate commerce and 
civil courts have a right to enjoin those 
who make obstructions to such commerce. 
The Circuit Court having final jurisd.c- 
tion, its act was not reviewable by the 
Supreme Court on petition for a writ of 
—— corpus, and therefore the writ was 


The case has importance beyond the 
question of imprisonment of A. R. U. offi- 
cialis, as there is largely involved the 
principle of the judges having jurisdic- 
tio of large interests by virtue of re- 
ceiverships created by them to prevent la- 
bor troubles through the instrumentality 
of injunctions. Nearly one-third of the 
railway property of the United States be- 
ing tp the hands of receivers appointed by 
Federal courts, the precedent 


under 
which the Cirewit Court exercised juris- 
diction over the Santa Fe and its allied 
roads created in the case. 

On the 2d of July, 1894, when the great 
railway strike was threatened, the re- 
ceivers applied to Judge Wood of the 
Circuit Court for the Northern District of 
Illinois for an injunction against the A. 
R.U. to prevent it from inciting the em- 
ployees to strike. Judge Woods signed 
the paper presented, which was a sweep- 
ing one, enjoining the officers of the 
union from interfering with the mails 
or interstate commerce, or from destroy- 
ing property or compelling or inducing 
the employees of the road to strike by 
violence or intimidation or from aiding 

abetting them to do any of these 


ings. 

The A. R. U. declared a strike on the IIII- 
nois Central Railroad, one of those in- 
cluded in the injunction, and the events 
of that strike are matters of general 
knowledge. The officers of the union were 
brought before Judge Woods for contempt 
of court last December. E. V. Debs, the 
president, was sentenced to six months 
in jail and seven others, G. W. Howard, 
Sylvester Keliher, L. W. Rogers, James 
Hogan, William E. Burns, Roy M. Good- 
win and Martin J. Elliott, were sentenced 
to three months. It appears that the in- 
junction had been personally served on 
the first four officers, but Judge Woods 
held that its publication in the newspa- 
pers was sufficient service in itself for all 
of the defendants. 

An application was made to the Su- 
preme Court for the release of the eight 
officers of the union by a writ of habeas 
curpus, pending the decision of the Supreme 
Court they having been given their freedom 
under bail. Counsel for Debs and his as- 
sociates base their application on the 
grounds that their sentence without in- 
dictment and trial by jury was in pain of 
the Constitution, particularly its fifth and 
sixth amendments: that the information 
on which they were convicted did not 
show any violation of the injunction; also 
that the injunction was void, because the 
bill asking for it stated no cake of which 
the court could take cognizance, and was 
in effect a bill by the government of the 
United States to maintain the public peace 
and enjoin violations of the Penal Code. 

arguments before the Supreme 
Court of C. S. Darrow and Judge Trum- 
bull for the A.R.U., and Atty.-Gen. Olney 
and Assistant Attorney-General Whitney 
attracted great attention. The opinion of 
the court in substance was as follows: 
THE DECISION. 

“The case presented is thie: The United 
States, finding that the interstate trans- 
portation of persons and property, as well 
as the carriage of mails, is forcibly ob- 
etructed, and that a combination and con- 
spiracy exists to subject the control of 
euch transportation to the will of the 
conspirators, applied to one of the courts 
sitting as a court of equity, for an in- 
junction to restrain such obstruction and 
prevent carrying into effect euch conspir- 
acy. The questions of importance pre- 
sented are: 

“First—Are the relations of the general 
government to interstate commerce and 
the trans of the mails such as 
authorize the direct interference to pre- 
vent a forcible obstruction thereof? 

9 If authority exists. as author- 
ity in governmental affairs implies both 
power and duty, has a court of equity 
jurisdiction to issue an injunction in aid 
of the performance of such duty? 

‘““‘Pirst—What are the relations of the 
general government to interstate commerce 
and the transportation of the mails? They 
are those of direct eupervision, control and 
management. While under the dual sys-

If emergency arises, 
the army of the nation and all its milith 
are at the service of ths nation to com 
pel obedience to the laws. 

In the case before us the right to wee 
fcerce does mot exclude the richt of ap 
peal to the courts for a judicial determin- 
ation and for the exercise of all their 
powers of prevention. Indeed. it is more 
to the praise than to the blame of the 
government that, instead of determining for 
itself questions of right and wrong on 
the part of these netitioners and their as- 
elates, and enforcing that determination 
by the club of the policeman and the bay- 
onet of the soldier, it submitted all those 
questions to the determination of judicial 
tribunals, and invoked their consideration 
and judgment as to the measure of its 
rights and powers and the co-relative ob- 
gations of those against whom it made 
complaint.

structions, it is equally within its ¢om- 
petency to appeal to the civil courts for an 
inquiry and determination as to the ex- 
istence and character of any alleged ob- 
structions, and if such are found to exist 
or threaten to occur, to invoke the powers 
of those ceurts to remove or restrain such 
obdstacies; that the jurisdiction of courts 
to interfere in such matters by injunction 
is one recognized from ancient times and 
by undoubtable authority; that such juris- 
M@iction is not ousted by the fact thatethe 
obstructions are accompanied by or con- 
sist of acts in themselves violations of 
the criminal laws; that the proceeding by 
injunction is of a civil character, and may

WASHINGTON, May 27.—It is not im- 
probable, in view of today’s decision of 
the Supreme Court, that Eugene V. Debs 
and the other officers of the A.R.U., now 
under indictment for violations of the 
anti-trust and mall obstruction acts will 
not be called upon to stand trial. Un- 
der today’s decision Debs will serve his 
sentence of six months in jail, and it is 
thought that the government will con- 
sider this a severe punishment without 
prosecuting the criminal cases against 
him or his associates.

The Supreme Court Sustains the Va- 
lidity of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Act. 


Decisions of Emigration or Customs 
Officials are Final Unless Re- 
versed by the Secretary of 
_ the Treasury.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States made a most 
important ruking upon the admiesion of the 
Chinese exclusion laws today, by affirming 
the refusal of the United States District 
Court for the Northern District of Call- 
fornia, to grant an application for a writ 
of habeas corpus, made by Lem Moon 
Sing, who was barred from entry by the 
collector of the port of San Franclaco. 

Lem Moon Sing was engaged in busi- 
ners, a member of the wholesale drug 
firm of Kee San Tong & Co. of San Fran- 
cisco, and in January, 1894, went to China, 
intending to return to his business. During 
his absence the appropriation act of Au- 
gust 18, 1894, was passed, containing an 
atem of $60,000 for officers to enforce the 
Chinese exclusion act, and expenses of de- 
J porting Chinamen. He returned in No- 

vember of che same year, and the col- 
lector at San Francieco refused to admit 
him, although he furnished the testimony 
of two credible witnesses, showing that 
he had deen engaged in business as a 
merchant for two years before leaving the 
country. 

Application was made to the District 
Court for the Northern District of Call- 
fornia for a writ of habeas corpus, based 
on these facts, and the further point that 
he was not held by any judicial process. 
The writ was deni¢d and an appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court. 

Justice Harlan, in the opinion delivered 
by him for the court, rested the case 
upon the statute providing that the decis- 
ions of immigration or customs officers re- 
fusing admission to allens shall be final 
unless ‘reversed on appeal to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Justice Harlan 
quoted several former opinions of the 
| court to thé effect that every sovereign 

has the power, inherent in sovereignty and 
necessary to self-preservation, to forbid 
the entrance of foreigners. 

The contention was made by the China- 
men’s attorney that, while immigration 
officers had jurisdiction to exclude an 
alien who was not @ntitled to entry under 
some statute or treaty, the exclusion of an 
alien entitled or claiming to be entitled 
to enter by law, if it resulted in restrain- 
ing the alien of his liberty, presented a 
judicial instruction, but Justice Harlan 
said this view, if sustained, would bring 
into the court every case of the sort and 
defeat the manifest purpose of Congress 
in committing to subordinate immigra- 
tion officers and to the Secretary of the 
Treasury exclusive authority to determine 
whether aliens seeking admission belong 
to the class entitled by law or treaty to 
enter. 

In affirming the general right to exclude 
aliens, Justice Harlan said: 

“Is a statute passed in execution of 

er any leas applicable to an alien 
who acquired a commercial domicile 
in this country, but. who, having volun- 
Aarily left the country, claims the right 
under some law. or treaty to re-enter it? 
We think not. The words of the statute 
are broad and include every case of an 
alien, at leaet every Chinese alien, who, 
at the time of fta passage, is out of this 
country and seeks to come back. He is 
none the less an alien because of his hav- 
ing a commercial domicile in this country. 

“While he hawfully remains here he is 
entitled to ithe benefft of the guarantee of 
life, liberty and property secured by the 
Constitution to all persons of whatever 
race, within the juriediction of the United 
States. His personal rights when he is in 
this country and his property here during 
his absence are as fully protected by the 
eupreme law of the land as if he were a 
native or naturalized citizen of the United 
States. But when he is voluntarily absent 
from the country, beyond its jurisdicticn, 
he, being an re-enter the 
United States, in tion of the will of 
the government, as expressed in the enact- 
ments of the law-making power. He left 
the country, subject to the exercise by 

of every power it possessed un- 
der the Conztitution. 

“The remedy of the appellant was by an 
appeal to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
If the act of 1894 takes away from the 
alien appellant any right given by previous 
laws or treaties to re-enter the country, 
the authority of Congress to do that can- 
not be questioned, although it is the duty 
of the courts not to construe an act of Con- 
gTess as modifying or anmulling a treaty 
made With another nation, unless its words 
clearly and plainly: point ‘to euch a con- 
struction.’’ 

In concluston, Justice Harlan eaid that 
the court did not express any opinion upon 
the question whether Lem Moon Sing was 
ent‘tled to re-enter the United States.

ALASKA SALMON FOLLOWING 
BUFFALO AND SEALS. 


Canning Companies Acquiring Lands 
Adjoining the Sources of Sup- 
ply—Ex-Gov. Swineford to 
Inyegtigate. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Servica 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—The rapid in- 
roads which fiching and packing com- 
panies have made on the supply of sal- 
mon in the Alaskan rivers has given great 
concern to the government for several 
years past, e@ince tt became evident that 
the fish were destined to the same fate of 
extermination which has overtiken the buf- 
falo and is being visited on the fur-bearing 
Seals cf the northern waters. All the at- 
tempts to eeoure effective restraining legie- 
lation from Congress have proven practi- 
cally without result, but a new phase of 
the canning syndicate’s cperations is now 
engageing the attention of the Land Office 
which may result in measures that will 
have the effect of restricting the enter- 
prise of some of the companies engaged in 
the buciness. 
It has recently been brought do the wt- 
tention of Commissioner Lamoreaux of the 
Land Office that the calmon companies 
are acquiring much land at the mouths of 
the rivers, where they are engaged, and 
promising strategical points for future 
commerce. Consequently the Commissioner 
has detailed J. P. Swineford, an ex-Gov- 
ernor of Alaska, who is now an inspector 
of the Interior Department, to make an in- 
vestigation of the matter and keep the de- 
parmment posted, that it may know that 
all the requirements of the law are com- 
plied with. The cannery companies have 
asked that surveys be made by the gov- 
ernment of lands on which they have set- 
tiled, with a view of their acquisition. 
Swineford will eail from Seattle for Alaska. 
The present Governor of Alaska, in his 
last report to ‘the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, called attention to the inroads being 
made on the eimon, and the same eub-. 
ject ‘was treated in a report to the Fifty - 
third Congress by Fish issioner Me- 
Donald. 
‘McDonald then recommended that some 
or all the fish measures be adopted for the 
protection of the fish, a weekly close sea- 
son from Saturday evening to Monday 
morning, a yearly close season during Sep- 
tember and October, the establishment of 
sacmon reservaticns, absolute prohibition 
of salmon fishing within one hundred 
yards of the mouth of a river, absolute 


prohibition of more than one seine 
to the same seine berth, and the 
leasing of privilege and Umitation 


of the. catch. No authority is given 
to the Fish Commissioner to enforce 
any restrictive measures, this power be- 
longing entirely to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. There is practically no low to be 
enforced, however, for the only legislation 
ever adopted was an act of 1889, prohibit- 
ing the erection of dams or obstructions 
to prevent the accent of salmon into their 
spawning grounds, and ft is rather diffi- 
cult to carry this into effect, since all in- 
specticn has to be done by one agent of 
the Treasury Department. 

Dr. Hugh Smith, one of the experts of 
the Fish. Commission, believes that the 
extinction of the Alaska fish is inevita- 
ble if the present methods continue un- 
checked. Every fish that ewims, he says, 
can be caught at the mouths of the rivers 
and as a matter of fact, few salmon now 
reach the old spawning-grounds in the 
rivers of Alaska. 

More than half of the salmon pack of 
the United States and nearly half of the 
world’s supply now comes from Alaska. 
It will be shown in a paper to be pre- 
pared for publication by Dr. William M. 
Wilcox of the Fish Commission that the 
capital invested in these fisheries amounts 
to more than $3,000,000 and the value of 
the season's catch, not including the man- 
ufactured products therefrom, comes to 
about $2,000,000. Last year there were 
twenty-two canneries in operation, which 

664,000 cases (a case holding 
forty-eight pound packages) and twenty- 
four salting establishments put on the 
market 21,000 Darrels of salt salmon. The 
largest pack which has been in the Alas- 
kan waters was that of 1891, when 56,- 
600,000 pounds of salmon were shipped to 
the markets of the Pacific Coast for dis- 
tribution. The proportions which the 
business bad then reached alarmed the 
companies engaged in ét to prevent in- 
jurious competition, and an agreement 
was made to fimtt tthe output a little 
more than one-half of the capacity of the 
works. 

In 1891 the number of men employed 
was 4700 and in 1892 it was reduced to 
2884. Even with this combination in 
effect the fish have been killed off from 
year to year so that the supply is surely 
decreasing at a great rate. The greater 
part of the catch is made at the mouth 
of the Karluk River. Experts of the 
Fich Commission assert that the kinds of 
seines used operate to bar the way so 
effectually, one being placed behind an- 
other, that practically all of the fish are 
caught at the mouths of the rivers. Thus 
they are prevented frm reaching their 
spewning-grounds and their reproduction is 
prevented. 
fisheries of the Columbia and other Pa- 
cific rivers had been greatly overworked 
that resort was had to the products of 
Alaskan rivers. The government was 
awakened at a late day to its negligence 
in failing to restrict fishermen of Oregon 
and Washington.

The Superintendent Gone, but the 
Anti-crime Society is Still There.

NEW YORK, May 27.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Byrnes’ resignation is the result 
of the crusade of Dr. Parkhurst. Subse- 
quent events fully vindicated the position 
of Dr. Parkhurst that im the face of a 
reform movement it would be impossible 
for Byrnes to retain his position. A few 
days ago Theodore Roosevelt declared that 
there must be a change in the heads of 
the department if the work of reorgani- 
zation was to be made effective. 

The first step was taken last Friday 
when Inspector Alexander Williams, 
known on account of his brutality as the 
“olubber,” retired. The inspector had 


for some time known that the department 


would be too hot for him. He therefore 
seized the Opportunity, before charges 
were preferred against him, to ask to be 
retired on half pay. Roosevelt objected, 
but Williams was permitted to retire. 
Then it was determined that Byrnes 
should likewise go. Roosevelt maintained 
that the Superintendent was “utterly un- 
fit for his position on jhe simple, but 
fundamental ground that either he knew. 
of the corruption that honeycombed the 
department, and thus was indirectly but 
certainly guilty of all that had been done, 
or he did not know it,and in consequence 
demonstrated by his ignorance that he 
was grossly inefficient.” 

There was considerable talk of Byrnes 
helding bis ground and defying the com- 
mission, but that it amounted to nothing 
is shown by the fact that the resignation 
has been tendered and promptly accepted. 
And, as Dr. Parkhurst declared: The 
Society for the Prevention of Crime is 
still here.“ 

Ex-Superintendent Byrnes served on the 
New York police force continuously since 
December 10, 1863. He has won an interna- 
tional reputation as a detective and re- 
tires ‘with a fortune of about $500,000, most 
of which was acquired, as he himself tes- 
tifled on the stand, from tips“ given him 
by millionaires, including Gould, to whom 
he had been of service. He strenuously 
denied, however, that there was anything 
of corruption connected with his conduct.

Old Volunteers Drafted in Spain 
Must Serve Again or be Shot—

NBW YORK, May 27.—A special to the 
Herald from Key West says that the 
most news received by steamer 
last night shows the dissatisfaction mani- 
tested by the inhabitants of the island 
over the order of Campos in demanding 
military service from them in the field 
to suppress the insurrection. It is ex- 
pected that before the end of the week 
open conflict will occur between the vol- 
unteers and the authorities. 

Gem. Campos’s order, as published in 
the official organ, the Diardo de Marina, 
requires that all men drafted in Spain 
between the years 1892 and 1894, and who 
are now enrolled im the militia through- 
out Cuba, shall present themselves witbin 
eight days in order to be assigned to 
regular regiments for service fa the inte- 
rior. Those refusing to appear are to be 
tried by cOurt-martial as deserters and 
ghot. The colonel of each regiment of 
volunteers will be held personally respon- 
sible for every man in his command. 

The volunteers, who have always consid- 
ered themselves a favored class, now 
openly refuse to obey the orders. Some 
insist that being enrolled in the militia 
exempts them from compulsory service iu 
the regular army. Othere adopt the subs 
terfuge that they will only serve in their 
own regiments and under their present 
officers, and will resist any atiempt to 
deprive them of their rights. When it is

It is aleo charged that in 1881 Hughes 
turned his paper over to the mining cor- 
porations of „ allowing the 
superintendent to edit it upon the ques- 
tion of the repeal of the tax on bullion 
against the party platform, receiving one- 
half of the money contributed by the cor- 
porations to Thomas Gates as attorney to 
lotby the bill through the Legislature. 
The amount paid Hughes is said to have 
been $2000. Hughes denies it. T. R. 
Parish was the superintendent referred 
to. Hughes sent for Thomas Gates, now 
superintendent of the penitentiary, to 
come on. He arrived this morning and 
corroborated Fickas’s statements except 
as to the amount paid Hughes. Gates 
Says that it was only $1750. 

It is further charged that Hughes levied 
large and unreasonable contributions on 
the Democratic party for support of the 
party tickets.

The Indian War Bonds. 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 27.—Atty,-Gen. 
Fitzgerald decided today that the statute 
of Umitations bars the payment of coupons 
of the Indian war bonds issued by the 
State in 1851. They amount to several 
thousand dollars. The statute began to run 
in 1890, but the claims are also barred by 
the law of 1893, which provided that all 
claims against the State must be pre- 
sented within two years.

A Labor Exchange. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 27.—A new sys- 
tem of finance has been launched in this 
city by a number of men, who have or- 
ganized what is known as the labor ex- 
change. The exchange consists of a store 
stocked with general merchandise. La- 
borers are given checks good for their face 
value at the store in trade, and employees 
in turn are required to give in exchange 
goods of equal value in payment for the 
services performed. A number of mer- 
chants and professional men have agreed 
to accept the checks the same as cash.

The Wire-fence Telephone. 


ebster City Freeman) A news item 
— describing an innovation mn tele- 
phone line construction, sent out from this 
city two or three weeks ago, has gone the 
rounds apparently of the entire press of 
the country, and letters ere pouring in 
from all parts of the United States, asking 
questions about the barbed-wire fence tele- 
phone. The very general interest taken in 
the new invention, or rather discovery or 
improvement, is easily accounted for dy 
the fact that cheap and convenient means 
of dissseminating information is a prob- 
lem of great practical and universal im- 
ce. The new telephone is of espe- 

cial ‘importance to farmers and promises 
to work almost a revolution in the method 
of communication in agicultural commuai- 
With cheap and effective telephone 
communication possible and practicable, 
the isolation, which is one of the worst 
features of farm life, will be greatly miti- 
gated, and the use of fences seems des- 
tined to work a solution of the problem. 
The operations so far conducted are 
largely of an experimental nature, but the 
success of the experiment is 80 pro- 
nounced and satisfactory as to justify the 
most sanguine opinion of the utility of 
the new telephone line in practical affairs. 
The first telephone connection by use of 
a wire fence im this locality, was one to 
Highview, a distance of four miles. E. H. 
(Martin made the connection for use in 
his telephone exchange. The top wire of 
the railroad fence was used. Where 
the wire was disconnected a con 
nection was made, and at the road cross- 
ings the ends of the fence wire were con- 
nected by an insulated wire running un- 
der the ground. The wire was not inzu- 
lated where it passed through staples cn 
the posts. The results were all that could 
be desired. Conversation in an ordinary 
tone of voice could be distinctly heard at 
a distance of four miles. Mr. Martin tben 
made a similar connection with Williams, 
fifteen miles in an opposite direction by 
the same means, and this experiment, tco, 
was a pronounced success. A longer dis- 
tance has not been tried, but it is thought 
on a long distance telephone, say 109 miles, 
that it would be necessary to insulate the 
| wire at the staples. Mr. Martin used a 
receiver and transmitter of ‘is own manu- 
facture and partially of his gyn invention 
in the experiment, and also a one-ccil 
battery of his own ipvention. He says 
that the quality of the instruments used 
is a prime consideration in getting zgood 
results in any telephone line, ard is es- 
pecially important in a Ine of this kind, 
where the insulation is by no weis per- 
fect. Both of these lines bave been dis- 
continued now on account of the railroad 
company not allowing the use of the 
fences, as the telephone conflicted with 
the interests of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company. But the success of these 
experiments show the possibilities in this 
direction, and it is easy within the proba- 
bilities that Iowa will be “gridirone}’”’ 
with a good, cheap and effective system 
of telephone within the nex: few years, 
— into every school district in ithe

GRESHAM DEAD. 


[Continued from frst page. 


Thirty-eighth Indiana, but before he saw 
active service he was appointed colonel 
of the Fifty-third Indiana in 1861. Mr. 
Gresham's regiment was ordered to join 
Gen. Grant et Fort Donaldson. On Au- 
gust 11, 1868, he was appointed brigadier- 
general on the recommendation of Grant 
and Sherman in command of 
the Natchez division. In the following 
spring he was placed in command of the 
division of the Seventeenth Corps of the 
Tennessee which took part in nne cam- 
paign against Atlanta. At Leggett’s Hill 
before Atlanta he was struck by a sharp- 
shooter’s bullet just below the knee. To 
the day of his death he never recovered 


. the full use of the limb. 


The war over, Gen, Gresham returned 
to this profession at New Albany, Ind. 
In 1866 he was nominated for Congress 
against M. C. Kerr, Dut the district was 
Democratic and he was defeated. When 
Gen. Grant became President he appointed 
Mr. Gresham United States District Judge 
for Indiana. When Postmaster-Generai 
Howe died in 1883, Mr. Gresham was ten- 
dered the Cabinet position by telegraph 
and accepted. Near the close of Arthur's 
term, on the death of Secretary Folger, he 
was appointed Gecretary of the Treasury, 
& position which the held until October, 
1884. President Arthur, who had taken 
Mm from the dench, bad the eatisfaction 
of restoring him to the bench at the close 
of his service by appointing him to suc- 
ceed Judge Drummond.

In 1888 Gen. Gresham was made a prom- 
inent candidate for the Rpublican nomina- 
tion for the Presidency at the Chicago cen- 
vertion. His views on the tariff created

Kinley law and 1892, after the nominatton 
of Cleveland by the Democrats, he, once 
Republican, remounced his allegla ice to 
the Republican party and advocated Cleve- 
land's election. After Cleveland was 
elected in February, 1893, he summoned 
Gresham to Lakewood, N. J., where, after 
a consultation, be tendered him the pos! 
tion of premier of the Cabinet he was 
forming. Judge Gresham accepted the 
trust on March 7. During dis bor, term 
as Postmaster-General Jndge Gresham ac- 
complished much. Letter postage to Can- 
ada was reduced and de posta: contract 
with Mexico was signed. Another impor- 
tant service he rendered to the couniry 
was the re-establishment of fast ma‘i«. 

As Secretary of State in the present 
administration Mr. Gresham has had to 
deal with perhaps more vexatious, intri- 
cate and delicate diplomatic affairs than 
has fallen to the share of most Secreta- 
ries of State. The great question of the 
hour at that time was the annexation of 
Hawaii. He had decided views on this 
matter even before he came into the Cab- 
inet, and it was upon his recommenda- 
tion that President Cleveland performed 
almost his first official action by witb- 
drawing from the Senate, in which it was 
pending, the annexation treaty negotiated 
by Secretary . Then Blount was 
sent to the islands to make an origina! in- 
vestigation and upon is report the Sec- 
retary made his now celebrated recom- 
mendation: That the Queen de re- 
stored, inasmuch as she had been deposed 
by the action of the officers of the United 
States. When Congress finally made 
known its views, the Secretary accepted 
them for his government, but it cannot 
be discovered that he ever changed his 
views as originally announced. 

While he was deep in the Hawaiian ne- 
gotiations, Secretary Gresham was obliged 
to suddenly give immediate attention to 
the Bering-Sea seal fisheries. The arbi- 
tration arranged by his predecessor was in 
full swing. Here was another matter 
with which be was not in harmony. He 
did not believe that the arbitration would 
be successful in the object aimed at by 
the United States, namely, the protection 
of the seals, but, regardless of the outcome, 
he was forced to bring the British gov- 
ernment to a renewal of the modus vi- 
vendi or quick action to carry out the 
award when it was announced, in order 
to guard against the annihilation of the 
seals. The British were unwilling to do 
the first of these things, and it was only 
by an exhibition of all the strength of 
his character and purpose that he suc- 
ceeded in hurrying through the British 
Parliament an act to give effect to the 
arbitration and then securing the adop- 
tion of regulations to keep off the poach- 
ers. 

By a clause in the Wilson tariff act, 
Congress had swept away in a line all the 
carefully-constructed reciprocity treaties 
negotiated by the preceding administration. 
This caused great anger among the nations 
with which the United States had such 
treaties, and the storm fell upon Secre- 
tary Gresham’s head. Immediately there 
was talk of retaliation and tariff wars, 
and in wome cases this was realized to a 
certain extent. Mr. Gresham's task was to 
placate the European powers, and how 
skilfully he did so the printed correspond- 
ence tells. He fairly amazed the Germans 
and Austrians, used as they were to the 
various ways of diplomacy, by frankly ad- 
mitting that they were right in claiming 
a remission of the differential duties upon 
beet sugars; that justice seemed to require 
this remission, and he would do all that 
could be done to make reparation, a prom- 
ise which he faithfully endeavored to re- 
deem to the last. and thereby strengthened 
his own hands in the vexatious negétia- 
tions looking to the removal of the unjust 
and onerous restrictions placed upon the 
importation of American cattle and meats. 

Another legacy from his predecessor 
which Mr. Gresham found very little to 
his liking was the necessity for caring 
for the Samoan King. held imprisoned 
on the Sunday Island by the Germans. 
He wanted to repudiate the whole ar- 
rangement by which the United States 
assumed a part of the tripartite protector- 
ate over Samoa, and he worked hard to 
this end, and finally succeeded in induc- 
ing President Cleveland to recommend to 
Congress that the United States withdraw 
from all further participation in Samoan 


affairs. 

THE GOOD OFFICES. 

Then in the constructive side of diplo- 
macy Mr. Gresham had much to hi: 
credit. He did all that a foreign officer 
could do properly to prevent the atroci- 
ties of the Japanese war; lost no oppor- 
tunity at any stage to bring it to an end. 
and ultimately when peace was restored 
it was through the good offices of the 
American ministers in China and Japan, 
acting under Mr. Gresham's instructions, 
that the peace negotiations were insti- 
tuted. 

While he was doing this Secretary 
Gresham was also using his good offices 
o prevent a war between Mexico and 
Gualtemala, both full of fighting t 
and difficult to restrain, and in this he 
succeeded completely, although he was 
obliged to use very strong representations 
to do so. While the amount of mon:y 
involved was insignificant in the case o! 
the claims of United States citizens 
against Venezuela, Secretary Gresham 
managed, through a joint commission, to 
secure a judicial annunciation of a doc- 
trine that is of the greatest importance to 
the Civilized world, namely that the gov- 
ernment of that country is responsible 
for the abuse or ill-treatment of foreigners 
committed by insurgents. 

1 two of 150 three incidents that oc- 
curred during his administration he had 
to contend with great powers. The first 
of these cases, while, attracting little at- 
ention at the time, was really of great 
importance, for it amounted to a declara- 
tion to Europe that the United States 
would mot permit private claims to be col- 
jected from American republics where our 
citizens had pecuniary interests. This 
was the case at San Domingo when the 
French warship which bad come there to 
enforce the collection of a private claim 
was withdrawn after a very strong bint 
from Secretary Gresham, conveyed through 
Ambassador Eustis, that the United States 
would regard such @ course @s un un- 
friendly manifestation. Again im Bre- 
fields, wher the British marines occupied 
the bluffs, they were promptly withdrawn 
when Secretary Gresham called upon

IN TRILBY LAND. 


STREETS TROD BY HER FAMOUS 
FEET 


Some Places are but Little Changed 
Since Then — Other Old Paris 
Haunts Have Disappeared 
in Their Entirety. 


This is the story of a Trilby“ m- 
age, a little journey from new P , near 
the Bois, into old Paris, to see the crooked 
streets once touched by those famous 
feet, says the Paris correspondent of the 
New York Sun. Trilby never really lived? 
No matter. She is a haunting vision of 
one of the most storied corners of the 
world. It would be worth while seeing 
the streets loved by this Trilby (or some 
duchess-like grisuette with the okt 
eyes.“) by Taffy, Little Billee, and the 
Laird, or by dozens of other young En- 
glishmen whose intimate histories may 
never be written. Beside one et the old 
book stalls overlooking the Seine the book 
was opened at the very beginning.

The 
Odeon, old, gray, and with imposing pil- 
jared front, stands at the head of and 
looks down a winding street. It is the 
old, classical theater, and only dramas 
and comedies thoroughly legitimate are 
presented on its stage.

No “imperial zouaves,”’ reckless or oth- 
erwise, guard the Palace of the Louvre 
now. Instead there was a little se@dier of 
the republic, looking shop-worn and with 
a very blue nose. The Rue de Rivoli is 
etill arcaded in drab stone and lined by 
shops to dazzle the francs out of one's 

ket. There, too, is the Place de ia 

ncorde, and just as in the days when 
the six British eyes surveyed the smart 
people“ with envy, the bijou broughams 
and low-dipped victorias come in streams 
down the Champs Elysees from the Bois 
and flash around the Place. There is 
splendor in the scene—lights and twilight 
mist, satin-coated horses and silver har- 
ness, languid faces under dotted veils, 
King Charles spaniels in the laps of co- 
cottes, the odor of violet and chypre on 

air. 

a spot in the Place de la Concorde 
commands a marvelous view. To the left 
is the obelisk, to the right the Greek 
beauty of the Madeline, heading the Rue 
Royale, as shown in Du Maurler's illus- 
tration, “Christmas Eve; far up the 
gradual rise, in the rosy haze of dusk, 
towers the Arc de Triomphe, of which 
„Souvenir in “Trilby” gives a hint. Far 
away in the highest splendor of sunset 
‘shines the gilded dome of Napoleon's 


tomb. 

“The mysterious charm of Leonardo da 
Vinci's Lisa Gisconda’s smile (which she 
had never seen.) 

It hangs in the Louvre—this picture 
which artists adore and about which they 
quarrel—a canvas probably a yard or 80 
square, and dim at that, a plain woman 
in a dark gown, with hair brushed back 
and hands folded, merrily smiling at you. 
This is the first impression. But wait— 
step back again, look away and look again. 
Is the smile ever the same? Is it merry 
as you first thought? Is it not sad with 
some retrospection, as of a woman ripened 
into tenderness through grief? And, now 
that you think so well of her, is she not 
mocking at you? It wouldn't surprise you 
so much if she flung back her head and 
showed her cruel teeth. Turn away and 
look back. The face is secretive, cynical. 
Go quite from it and return suddenly— 
is she not dimpling a welcome to you 
like a child? And this is the smile the 
Engliehmen described to Trilby when they 
lent her books in the Place St. Anatole des 
Arts. 

„Little Billee loved the Faubourg St. 
Germain, and especially the Rué de Lille.“ 

These are both on the left of the Seine, 
a mile or so above the Latin quarter. 
It is a neighborhood of Paris where the 
old type of gentlewoman is still found, 
sometimes impoveriehed, in her stately 
empty mansion, but proud to delicate fin- 
ger tips. Marquise of the Faubourg 
St. Germain a counterpart in the old 
Knickerbocker grandaunt or grandmothe- 
who sits before a colonial fireplace in one 
of the dig red brick houses of lower Sec- 
ond avenue. 

Dragons de garde like Dodor are plenty: 
you meet them everywhere, their helmets 
shining and black plumes waiving. The 
manliest of Frenchmen are in their ranks. 
Zouaves (le Chasseur d' Afrique) are more 


rare, generally soiled and browsy, like 
their absurd trousers. ; 
“‘Lienfance de Psyche,” now in the 


Luxembourg gallery, was paintei from 
her.“ 

One looks in vain for this infantile par- 
trait of Trilby. There was no infant Pysche 


rooms. 

“Taffy had a Madeleine, the Laird a 
Baba, and Little Billee a Savarin. 

This custom of pastry-eating in the af- 
ternoon is one of the most positive ‘n 
Paris. After driving or walking the pa- 
tisseries are crowded, people rustle from 
counter to counter with plates and pick 
out just what little cream or almond un- 
digestion- promoting trifles they desire. 
Gossip and the news of the boulevards are 
here discussed in the pattering speech of 
France. 

Tae Bains Deligny are still on the Seine, 
a haven of cleanliness after the bathless 
homes. Still the equestrian statue of 
Henry IV. commands the eye, his back 
turned from Paris, his gaze upon the 
Seine. 

Noone knows “the mount of piety in

Breath Figures. 

New Tight has lately been thrown on 
the curious set of phenomena known as 
breath-figures, although their study con- 
tinues to baffle the. investigations of 
scientists.

LOS ‘ANGELES MALIGNED. 


Reference has heretofore been made in 
these columns to a grossly false and mis- 
leading statement, emanating from no 
body knows where, but signed by 
“Painters’ Local Union No. 206,” “Cooks 
ani Pastry Cooks’ Local Union No. 
5.” “American Railway Local Union 
No. 80,“ and by several other “unions,” 
assuming to speak for somebody or 
something. This statement was de- 
signed, evidently, to injure Los An- 
geles to the fullest extent possible by 
picturing this city as a place where la- 
boring men are in the most deplorable 
condition it is possible to conceive; where 
most of the able-bodied men who want 
employment are roaming about the 
streets and alleys seeking work and 
finding none; and where, in fact, gaunt 
starvation stalks in every thoroughfare 
and peers in at every window. 

If the circulation of such falsehoods 
were confined to the city of Los Angeles, 
no very great harm would be done, for 
our people know them to be false. But 
when they are sent out broadcast over the 
country the effect upon Los Angeles and 
Southern California is apt to be very in- 
jurious. People of the Bast form their 
opinions of this city and section, in large 
part, by what they read in the newspa- 
pers. It is therefore important that state- 
ments sent from here to outside news- 
papers should be as accurate as possibile. 

In the Omaha Bee of May 10 appears a 
dispatch dated Los Angeles, May 9. This 
dispatch opens with a statement that a 
combination exists, consisting of the 
press, the Chamber of Commerce and 
real estate imterests of Los Angeles. 
Furthermore, that this combination “have 
been and are advertising the numerous 
advantages to be derived from a _ resi- 
dence in Southern California. Now it its 
quite true that the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the press, and perhaps some real 
estate agents have advertised in the East 
the advantages of a residence in Southern 
California. Why should not these ad- 
vantages. be advertised? They are real, 
substantial, visible, and undeniable. But 
there “have been and are” no “combi- 
mations’ of the sort mentioned, 
a concert of acticn on the part of the 
terprising citizens of this community 
be so called. 

The dispatch goes on to say that 
umn after column of the press “are” 
voted to skillfully drawn and bdeauti- 
fully colored pictures of the life of lux- 
urious ease and emolument awaiting the 
tendertoct. Of course this is ridiculously 
false. California has never been adver- 
Used abroad as a land of ease and emol 
ument,” whatever may be meant by the 
use of the latter word in this connection. 
Labor is necessary here, as elsewhere, to 
those not blessed with means which make 
them independent. 

“Capitalists, mechanics and laborers are 
alike appealed to,” continues the dis- 
patch; people with money to invest in 
railroad fares and real estate are gladly 
welcomed.” The first clause of this sen- 
tence is an absolute falsehood, as regards 
méchanics and laborers. It has been dis- 
tinctly stated, time and time again, that 
Southern California is not a manufactur- 
ing section, and that mechanics who come 
here to find work are apt to be disap- 
pointed, becausé there is comparatively lit- 
tie manufacturing to give employment to 
skilled workmen. The same may be sali, 
in a qualified sense, of common laborers. 
While there is as much of this class of 
labor to be performed in Los Angeles, 
perhaps, as in any other city of equal 
size in the country, there are plenty of 
men to do the work, and a workman com- 
ing here from abroad, expecting to secure 
employment at once, is not likely to suc- 
ceed very readily. 

But Los Angeles is not the only city 
in the land where the supply of labor, 
killed and unskilled, exceeds the de- 
mand. Asa matter of fact, the conditions 
of existence here for laboring men of all 
classes have been as favorable during 
the past three years as in almost any sec- 
tion of the country. The conditions have 
been much better than in many sections. 
Since the election of 1892, the industrial 
end financial conditions of the country 
dave been steadily growing woree. The 
heaviest burdens have fallen upon labor. 
Honest and willing laborers have walked 
the streets of Eastern as well as of West- 
ern cities. Los Angeles is no exception, 
though she has not suffered so seriously 
as have most Eastern cities. The dis- 
patch above referred to quotes from the 
report of the Los Angeles Associated 
Obarities to support its doleful tale of 
suffering here. Similar reports from or- 
@anized charity boards in almost any 
other city in the nation would reveal a 
similar or even a worse state of affairs

Woaused false reports to be sent out, refer 


fo Southern California as ‘a monopolized, 
arust-ridden land, filled with sharks who 
@at their bread in the sweat of their 
Ns.“ This reference aptly applies to a 
Glass of shiftless, lazy, worthless labor 
“agitators,” some of whom are evidently 
fesponsible for the forgeries contained in 
the “Omaha dispatch. This class of 
mmountebanks certainly live by the sweat 
of thetr jaws,” and honest but misguided 


workmen pay the bills. They are an in- 
jury and a curse to any commumity upon 
which they choose to inflict their unwel- 
come presence. 
It is quite true that Los Angeles in 
vites and welcomes capitalists who will 
invest their means in enterprises which 
will develop the city and give employment 
to labor. It also as warmly invites and 
welcomes men of small means, coupled 
with pluck and energy. Such men can 
find no better place than Los Angeles, 
and no better section than Southern Call- 
fornia in which to make their homes. 
Pluck and energy will win anywhere in 
the long run, especially if backed by some 
capital: The future greatness and glory 
of Southern California is to be in its ag- 
ricultural holdings of moderate size. Men 
who come here to invest in such holdings 
will find their investment as safe, at 
least, as a similar investment in. any 
other part of the country, and in niney- 
nine out of a hundred cases far more 
profitable. But there is one class of im- 
migrants whom we do not invite, do not 
welcome, and do not want. This class 
comprises the professional jawsmiths and 
agitators, who live by misrepresentatior. 
and who rob the workingmen whom they 
dupe. We have had enough, and more 
than enough, of this class of sharks. 
Meanwhile Los Angeles is making more 
rapid and solid progress in every line of 
bona fide development than almost any 
other city in the United States. It is 
making this progress in spite of all the 
croakers, the asinine kickers, and the 
nasty maligners of Los Angeles and of 
the fair land of which it is the metropolis. 


SECRETARY GRESHAM DEAD. 


The death of Secretary of State Wal- 
ter Q. Gresham, which is announced in 
this morning’s dispatches, is an event as 
sudden as it was unexpected. Mr. 
Gresham, it is true, had not been in good 
health for some months past. But his ail- 
ment was not regarded as being of so 
serious a character as to place his life 
in immediate danger. Hence the people 
of the country were not prepared to ex- 
pect his death at this time, and will be 
shocked at its suddenness. 

There is a proverb which advises every- 
body to speak well of the dead, and it is 
a very good proverb, if not taken too lit- 
erally nor insisted upon too strenuously. 
It may be said of Mr, Gresham that he 
has generally been credited with con- 
scientiousness, whatever may have been 
his errors of judgment or his other short- 
comings. It has been further said that 
his administration of the office of Secre- 
tary of State should not be too severely 
criticised, since it was dominated and 
dictated by the President to a degree al- 
most unprecedented in the history of the 
Department of State. Others of Mr. 
“resham's defenders have attributed to 
his physical ailments many of his eccen- 
tricities of conduct; his brusque and cava- 
ner treatment of the representatives of 
foreign powers, and his petty exhibitions 
of illtemper where diplomacy and cour- 
tesy would have better comported with 
his dignified position. 

No one will deny that Mr. Gresham 
was, at his best, a man of much intel- 
lectual power. But it .will hardly be 
claimed, even by his most enthusiastic 
admirers, that he has been at his best as 
Mr. Cleveland’s Secretary of State. The 
trials and burdens of the office, it is true, 
are many and onerous. They are such 
as to test the mental and physical strength 
of a much stronger man, mentally and 
physically, than Walter Q. Gresham has 
ever been. But the fact is patent that in 
most instances where Mr. Gresham has 
been tried he has been found wanting in 
those qualities which place upon a man 
the stamp of true statesmanship. Details 
need not be entered upon, nor special in- 
stances cited. Most readers will recall 
numerous events and situations which em- 
phasize Mr. Gresham's weakness, malig- 
nity, or inefficiency. To enlarge upon 
them at this time would be as unseemly 
as it is unnecessary. But when the final 
and impartial verdict of history has been 
rendered it will certainly place Mr. 
Gresham’s administration of the Depart- 
ment of State among the least creditable 
in the history of the country. 

The Times would be glad to add that 
Mr. Gresham's death is a great national 
calamity, if it could do so conscientiously. 
But such a statement would be at vari- 
ance with its estimate of the man. He 
was manifestly unfitted for the grave re- 
sponsibilities of the State Department, 
which require a man of broad ideas and 
of great character. Let us charitably be- 
lieve, however, that the man who was 
once Walter Q. Gresham, but who is noth- 
ing now, acted according to the best that 
was in him during his occupancy of the 
chair that has held so many great men. 


e The frantic manifesto issued by the 
„Oentral Bimetallic League’ at Memphis 
is one of the most amusing contributions 
to the literature of silver monometallism 
which we have yet been treated to. It is 
a great deal funnier in its picturesque 
idiocy than “Coin’s Financial School.“ Its 
fluency of adjective, expletive and denun- 
ciation is particularly striking. Its vicious 
and repeated lunges at the man of straw 
which the silver monometallists have set 
up are vividly reminiscent of Don Quixote 
battling with his imaginary foes. Such 
phrases and words as “conspiracy,”’ toll- 
ing masses, industrial sérfdom,”’ “‘chat- 
tel slavery.” “the crime of 1873,“ etc., 
ete., are scattered through the appeal“ 
as abundantly as 50-cent dollars would be 
scattered through the country if the sil- 
verite brawlers could have their way. It 
is the same old demagogic rant and biuster 
as chat of 1892, except that it is masquer- 
ading under a different name. And the 


rank and file of the bawlers themselves 
don’t know what they are bawling for. 


The head bawlers are simply bawling for 
“orfie’’—which they won't get. 


AGAINST DEBS. . 


An important decision was handed down 
in the Supreme Court of the United States 
yesterday in the Debs case. The apnpiica- 
tion of Debs for a writ of habeas corpus 
was denied, and all the contentions of ibe 
government were eustained. The deci- 
sion of the court was unanimous. 

By this decision the fact is firmly es- 
tablished that the United States Kweru- 
ment has jurisdiction, within certain lim- 
itations, over every foot of soll in the 
United States. Also that the government's 
authority within those limitations !s par- 
amount. 

It ought not to have required a decision 
of the supreme tribunal to cetablish #0 
simple and eself-eviden: a proposition as 
this. But Debs bad full legal right to 
bring action for a writ of habeas corpus, 
and it is well that he did so, for through 
hie application an important principle 
has been established. 

It was strongly intimated at one time 
that the Supreme Court's decision would 
be favorable to Debs. In the nature of 
things it could not have been so, unless 
the government of the United States was 
prepared to abdicate ite functions to Eu- 
gene V. Debs as dictator. 

A decision favorable to Debs in this im- 
portant case would have been a fatal blow 
at governmental power and dignity, at 
the authority of the court, at law and 
order, at the fundamental principles of 
good government, and at liberty itself. 
It would have been a decision in favor of 
moahocracy.

Mr. Debs will now pronably be called 
upon to serve out his term in jail. 


It is reported that Germany has refused 
to co-operate with Russia in the latter’s 
attempt to wrest Korea from Japan. This 
is to the credit of Germany. Russia has 
acted the part of a jackal in thie affair. 
If the other nations of Europe will keep 
out of the fray, there isn’t much doubt that 
little Japan can whip Russia, for Japan 
will have the great advantage of fighting 
on her own ground, while Russia will 
have to transport troops some 2000 miles. 
But it is a case where Germany and En- 
gland should intervene and prevent Russia 
from carrying out her utterly selfish and 
utterly indefensible schemes against Japan.

Labrador Life in Winter. 

(St. Nicholas:) In winter Labrador is 
simply frozen out from the rest of the 
wolrd. One “‘komitick,” or dog-sled, mail 
reaches some of the more southerly set- 
tlements late in the spring. The Moravian 
missionaries at the Esquimau villages fur- 
ther north endeavor at least once a win- 
ter to visit by komitick the few scattered 
white settlers within 100 miles or so of 
the missions. Sometimes the komitick is 
visited by a severe snowstorm before shel- 
ter can be obtained. Then the mission- 
ary and his Esquimau driver dig a deep 
ditch down in the snow and camp in the 
bottom. The gases from the camp fire 
prevent the snow from floating in, and the 
travelers are sheltered from the icy 
blasts. At Battle Harbor, Labrador, where 
there is a church (there are only two 
churches, I think on the Labrador coast, 
south of the Moravian missions.) they 
have a public sewing machine, and one 
long winter, when the kerosene oil supply 

me very low the women gathered at 
the parsonage and did their sewing by the 
Parsonage lamp. As the Battle Harbor 
mission is too poor to furnish the wee 
church with a bell, the rector signals the 
call to service with a flag. 

High among the rocks at Little Bay, 
Newfoundland, I saw two little churches. 
One of these had a small belfry perched 
on a still higher rock. The other’s bell 
swung from a tall spar, and to ring it 
one was obliged to climb a ladder much 
like the shrouds of a vessel. The dog 
sled is also a regular method of winter 
traveling over the frozen bays of New- 
foundland; only it is drawn by Newfound- 
land dogs, instead of the half-wolfish Es- 
quimau canines upon which the men of 
Labrador have to rely. The * Esquimau 
dogs, with the equally savage mosquitoes, 
make life ashore a burden during the sum- 
mer in Labrador. A stick to beat off the 
dogs and a veil as a protection against 
mosquitoes are absolutely necessary. It 
is a curious fact that the further north 
you go the more pestiferous the mosqui- 
toes become. They are worse in Labra- 
dor than in New Jersey, and are still 
wore in Greenland than even in Labra- 
or.

Regular Weekly Session of 
the City Council. 


‘A Number of School-site Bids Opened 
and Referred to the Board 
of Education. 


Fitzpatrick Acquitted of the Murder 
Charge—A Lawyer Suing for a 
Big Fee and for Money 
Paid Out—Court News. 


The City Council opened the proposals 
for school sites yesterday and referred 
¢hem to the Board of Pducation. The Hu- 
mane Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Children and Animals was again 
officially recognizel by the Council, and 
half the salary of the Humane Officer will 
hereafter be paid by the city. A large 
amount of routine business was disposed 
of, but nothing of special importance en- 
fivened the proceedings. 

It did not take a jury long to bring in 
a verdict of acquittal in the case of Fitz- 
patrick, charged with the murder of El- 
ber Newton in Pasadena. One of the sub- 
jects of much comment at the Courthouse 
yesterday was the suit brought by an at- 
torney against a rich widow for clearing 
her cousin of a murder charge. In addi- 
tion to the fee of $10,000 the lawyer wants 
to be remunerated for a goodly sum of 
money he claims to have expended. B. 
Duncan played the baby act over some 
court costs assessed to him for one of 
his lost lawsuits to euch good effect that 
he secured a reduction of $5 in the amount. 


AT THE CITY HALL. 


City Council. 
MUNICIPAL LEGISLATORS DISPOSE 
OF A BIG DAY'S WORK. 

The City Council met in regular session 
yesterday morning, al! the members being 
in attendance. 

After the usual preliminaries had been 
@ispoeed of, the report of the Street Sup- 
erintendent relative to the laying of all 
gas and water mains on Main street be- 
fore the peving work is commenced, Was 
received and filed. 

That of the City Clerk recommending 
that the certificate of tax sale for lot 2, 
Dieck E. of the Norton tract, be can- 
celed, the property having deen doubly 
assessed, was adopted. 

In accordance with the recommendation 
of the Gupply and Finance committees, 
the usual batches of requicitioms for sup- 
plies and demands were approved. 

The report of the Sewer Committee, as 
published in The Times on Friday last 
was read and adopted, with one exception. 
This was the clause _recommemding the 
passage of the garbage ordinance, which 
matter, upon motion cle President Teed, 
was referred back to the committee with 
directions to confer with the contractors 
for the removal of garbage. 

The City Clerk reported the receipt of 
$129.82 from the sale of the franchise for 
an oil pipe line recently granted to the 
Pacific Of Refining Company, and the 
payment of the same into the city treas- 


ury. 

Also that specification D'“ for the lay- 
ing of sewer pipes under the general 
street Jaw provides that when the removal 
of tracks or other pipe lines is necessi- 
tated, the owners of the same shall be no- 
tified dy the city, and the property may 
not be interfered with until the time speci- 
fied in the notice has expired. 

Upon motion of Councilman Pessell the 
wording of the specification was so 
changed as to place the matter in the 
hands of the Street Superintendent instead 
of the City Clerk. 

The same officer also recommended that 
the proposed assessment district for the 
opening ami extension of Ash street, from 
Chavez to Alhambra avenue, be adopted. 
So ordered. 

The following ordinances were adopted 
in accordance with the City Clerk's. sug- 
gestione: For the opening of Twelfth 
street, from Westlake to Alvarado street, 
and the appointment of a commission 


_ therefor; for the paving of Aliso street, 


from Alameda to the river; for the grad- 
ing of Burlington avenue from First to 
Ocean View avenue: and for the grading 
of St. Louis, from First to Brooklyn. 
COMMITTEE RBEPORTs. 

The reports of the Fire and Water and 
Finance committees, as heretofore pub- 
lished in The Times, were adopted as read. 

That of the Board of . Public Works 
which 4 week was 
read an opted, w e e ti 
noted below. 

When the recommendation to the effect 
that the City Attorney be instructed to 
draft an ordinance abandoning part of 
Tenth street, between Alvarado and West- 
lake avenue, was read, Councilman 
Kingery arose to a question of informa- 
tion, stating that he did not thoroughly 
understand the proposition. 

Councilman Munson explained that there 
was now a street about 140 feet wide for 
a block or two, end the board simply rec- 
ommended that part of it be abandoned 
oo the street might be straightened 

Councilman Kingery said that he had 
been informed that while the street was 
straightened out in one place, it was made 
crooked a block further west, and as the 
people on that block had bought their 
property on a straight street they nat- 
urally objected to having the crook forced 
on them. It was no doubt a benefit to the 
community, but he wanted to see justice 
dene. He supposed that the matter would 
go’through the usual course, so that the 
people affected might protest, but found 
that the proceeding under consideration 
would not allow of this. 

PresMent Teed said that there was 
nothing to protest against. All that had 
deen done was to accept Rendall's deed 
for the street, and instruct the City At- 
torney to draft em ordinance abandoning 
part of the street. If there were any 
objections, the protestants could come in 
on Monday next and state them. 

The recommendation to the effect that a 
franchise for an electric street railway on 
Hill and Sixteenth streets be advertised, 
brought forth a vigorous protest from 
President Teed, who said that he would 
like to know something more about the 
matter before acting upon it. No rail- 
road company had ‘applied for this fran- 
chise, and he was opposed to granting 
franchises to property-owners along streets 
unless they knew that some one would 
bund the road. 

Councilman Munson replied that so far 
as he knew the matter originated and was 
sti with the property-owners without 
any solicitation from any ‘outside parties. 
As the property-owners on Hill street 
signed the petition almost universally, be- 
tween Bighth and Sixteenth streets, and 
a large number of those residing on Six- 
teenth street had also signed the petition, 
the Board of Public Works came to the 
conclusion that the property-owners 
should be considered just as much as in- 
dividual petitioners for franchises. 

Counciiman Kingery. stated that he 
could not see any jobbery or anything 
wrong behind this matter. The proposi- 
tion was a fair and square one of econ- 
omy, the route now proposed having only 
one curve, instead of the five curves re- 
quired by the former route. 

President Teed insisted that the straight- 
forward way was the best. He had no 
objection to the road going down there, 


but did not tike this novel method of pro- 


cedure. He thought the man who wanted 
the franchise ought to come out and de- 
clare himself. 

Councilman Kingery said that there was 
mo secret about this thing. Mr. Hook was 
going to build the road, and if he had 
known that the Council wanted to see 
Mm, de would certainly have trotted Mr. 
Hook out. The people wanted the road 


dullt this way and the franchise ought to 
be advertised. 

President Teed said that he was satis- 
fied that there was something behind it 
which they did not understand, and as 
the proceeding was irregular he would 
vote against it. 

The motion, upon being put, prevailed 
by a vote of 5 to 4, Councilmen Savage, 
Stockwell, Snyder and Teed voting nega- 
tively. 

At this juncture Le Compte Davis, Esq., 
appeared on behalf of McCormick and 
Bates, to protest against the flooding of 
their property in East Los Angeles ad- 
joining zanja No. 9, which, he claimed, 
had been leaking for over a year past. 
Counctiman Pessell moved that the mat- 
ter be referred to the Water Overseer 
with instructions to repair the ditch. 

Mr. Davis stated that that official had 
been working upon the ditch for the 
past two months, but withou y appre- 
ciable effect, and suggested that the pro- 
per remody was to pipe the zanja. 

Councilman Munson replied that there 
was not enough water sold from the 
ditch in five years to pay for its being 
piped, and the motten of Councilman Pes- 
cell thereupon prevailed. 

THE SCHOOL SITE BIDS. 

After a recess of fifteen minutes the 
matter of opening the bids for the veri- 
ous school sites advertised last week was 
taken up. 

Councilman Munson moved that the 
matter be deferred until Monday next, 
and the clerk directed to continue the 
advertisement for another week, stating 
that he did not want this matter to be 
in the same shape as the jail-site question. 

President Teed said there was no reason 
for further delay in the matter, as every- 
one knew that the Council was in a hurry 
to dispose of it, and bidders had been 
given every opportunity to put in their 
pro 


Councilman Snyder explained that as 
the Council could accept or reject any 
portion of the bids, it would not be 
necessary to readvertise the whole, if 
some of the bids proved unsatisfactory, 
and the motion was thereupon voted down 
and the clerk directed to open the bids.

The report of the Finance Committee, 
approving demands aggregating $167.01, 
and the payrolls of the department for the 
current months was adopted. 

The Building Committee reported that 
after examining the grounds on the Broad- 
way side of the Spring-street schoo) buili- 
ing, it found that there was plenty o. 
roem, and consequently recommended that 
the fence be moved back five feet to con- 
form with the line of the adjoining build- 
ings. Adopted. 

Also that the petitions of several teach- 
ers for leave to occupy several rooms in 
the school buildings during vacation be 
granted, provided that some one teacher in 
each building will become responsiblé for 
all damages. and will employ a janitor to 
keep the buildings and grounds in order to 
the direction and to the satisfaction of the 
Building Superintendent. Adopted. 

Unon motion of M. Pitman the applica- 
tion of Prof. Search for leave of absence 
was granted. 

The report of the Committee on Rules 
and Regulations as approved by the com- 
mittee of the whole was adopted, and the 
clerk was directed to have 1000 copies of 
the new rules printed for dirtribution. 

The special committee on the Fourth of 
July celebratlon recommended that those 
interested in the matter be permitted to 
visit the schools for the purpose of obtain- 
ing recruits for the parade, -provided no 
great encroachments were made upon the 
school hours, and that all assistance ren- 
dered by teachers and children chould be 
entirely voluntary. Adopted. 

Upon motion of Mr. Garland it was or- 
dered that the Normal model school close 
with the other schools on June 7 next, 
circulars to the effect that it would be kept 
open until June 28 having been circulated 
among its patrons.

A prominent railway freight official of 
this city, familiar with things et both 
ends of the line, eays there da going to be 
quite a big business in potatoes this sea- 
son. With the exception of Western Texas, 
Arizona, New Mexico and the southern por- 
tion of Colorado, the demand for Southern 
California potatoes has been, up to the 
present year, confimed to local-consumption. 
The late frosts in Tennessee and the 
northern portion of Mississippi have 
changed all that, with the result that Bast- 
ern and Western markets that have hith- 
erto relied on those States for their sup- 
pies, have had to turn their faces this 
year toward the land of the setting sun. 
There is one fact to be noted in connec- 
tion with the potato crop of Southern Cali- 
fornia. It és that the great bulk of it 
is all raised within a distance not ex- 
ceeding five miles ‘rom the limite of Los 
Angeles city. A tt odly quantity is raised 
in the neighborhood of Cucamonga, but the 
vast bulk of shipments are made from ta- 
‘ons within a few miles of Los Angeles. 
Judging from reports already received 
from eastern points, it is estimated that 
„ne shipments will reach 1200 carloads, and 
may poesibly reach 1500 carloads. 

The movement of oranges still continues 
good. 

GREGON SHORT LINE CASE. 

ST. PAUL, May 27.—The application of 
the Oregon Short Line and Utah North- 
ern for a separate receivership and the 
payment of overdue interest coupond on 
prior liens came up today in the United 
States Court of this city.

The receivers of the Union Pacific road

The forenoon was devoted to a discussion 
of the points of the printed reports made 
by the receivers, no result being reached 
before recess. 

This atternoom there was a long argu- 


ment over the situatfon. The recelvers 


of the Union Pacific said that the tranz- 
fer of the Oregon Short Line and the is- 
suance of certificates at 95, running at 6 
per cent, meant that the present interest 
of 6 per cent. would be mereased to 8% 
per cent. and that the court would, un- 
der the c nees, make the order of 
transfer. Judge Sanborn said he should 
make no order of reference to*the issu- 
ance of certificates not heretofore made 
by ‘Judge Gilbert of Oregon. 

From the report the following extracts 
are taken as indicating the situation: 
We do hereby report and certify our 
estimate that the net surplus earnings of 
the Oregon Short Line division, being the 
property found to the mortgage dated 
the first day of November, 1881, mede 
by the Oregon Short Line Railway Com- 
pany to said John F. Dimon, as trustee, 
will be on the first day of June, 1895, 
$228,922.06.

The discovery of a will made by the late 
Gov. John G. Downey, regarding which 
The Times was the first to publish the 
announcement and particulars, continues 
to be the subject of much talk among 
those who are not directly, interested, 
though there appears to be little to add 
to what is known about it. The will is 
mow in the custody of the court in Los 
Angeles and may be soon judicially acted 
upon. 

The will in full reads as follows: 

LOS ANGEL®S Cal.) May 15, 1877. 

I, John G. Downey, of the city and 
county of Los Angeles, and State of Cali- 
fornia, being of sound and disposing mind, 
do make the following will aud last tes- 
tament: First, I will and bequeath to my 
beloved wife, Mary J. Guirado, the house 
and nances where we now live, 
with all furniture, silver, carriages, 
horses, cows and utensils, and also the 
adjoining house and lot on the south, 
known as the Hunter place. In addition 
I will and bequeath to her one-half of all 
the balance of my property of whatever 
kind and nature, subject to the payment 
of her one-half proportion of my debts, 
expenses of administration, etc. To my 
sisters, Bleanor Martin, Annie Donahue, 
Winefred Martin, and John Downey Har- 
vey, I will and bequeath the other one- 
half of my property in equal proportions, 
subject to their pro rata in paying my 
debts and the bequests hereinafter pro- 
vided for. My real estate shall not be 
sold until J. Downey Harvey attains the 
age of 40 years, in the case of the death 
of J. Downey Harvey without heirs, or the 
death of Winefred Martin or Annie Don- 
ahue without heirs, the property hereby 
bequested them shall revert to Eleanor 
Martin and her heirs. I will and be- 
queath to Bishop Mora $1000 for charita- 
ble purposes; to the Catholic University 
Doulin 61000; to the charitable 
fund of Los Angeles Lodge, No. 42, F. 
and A. M., $500, and to the Ladies’ 
nevolent Society of Los Angeles $500, and 
to the Catholic Orphan Society of Los 
Angeles $1000; to John Downey Harvey my 
brary, with exceptions of any particular 
books my wife, M. J. Guirado, may desire 
to retain. I appoint as executors, without 
bonds, Edward Martin of San Francisco, 
J. M. Griffith of Los Angeles and Stephen 
M. White of the same place, with instruc- 
tions to keep intact the Downey Block 
and complete it in the rear when funds 
accumulate; and when proper opportunity 
offers, and without sacrifice to sell such 
property outside of the Downey Block as 
will be necessary to pay off my debts, ex- 
penses of administration, vaults, or such 
monuments as their good judgment will 
indicate.

It will increase the power to 
250,000,000 candies. It ts called a bivaive 
lens, being in two halves, like the shells 
of an oyster. The convex halves are cep- 
wrated by a distance sufficient to admit 
the body of a man, so that the carbons 
and other apparatus between them may 
be got at. This double lens and the whole 
mechanical contrivance supporting it rests 
in a circular trough filled with mercury. 
In fact, its entire weight rests upon the 
kiquid quickeilver, so that it may be re- 
yolved almost without friction. Ordinarily 
brass wheels are used for revolving ghia 
in ligh:houses. 

“The light is generated by enormously 
powerful dynamos. Of the latter there 
are two, eo that in case one breaks down 
the other may be used. It is a subject of 
regret to us that the lighthouse board is 
ll obliged to maintain the electrical light 
in Liberty’s torch in the harbor of New 
York. It is of no use mentioning to mar- 
ners, and it costs $6000 a year. It used 
to coe. $10,000 per annum, but we have 
cut off the electric search lights, which 
formerly were employed to throw a light 
upon ‘the statue and illuminate it. Lib- 
erty might be of come value for lighthouse 
purposes if she had been placed on the 
Romer Shoals, which would have afforded 
4 more suitable location any way.“

0 FIRE DRILL IN SCHOOLS. 

J. C. Brookes lays great force on the ne- 
cessity of thorough fire drills in schools.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Jury Finds Charles Marshall Guilty 
of Murder. 

RIVERSIDE. May 7.—(Speclal Corre- 
spondence.) The people of this commun- 
tty are generally well pleased aver the 
verdict of the jury in finding Charles 
Marshall “guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree” for the killing of Frank Hamilton, 
Avril 8 last, and with the further fact 
that, in the absence of a recommendation 
for imprisonment for life, Marshall will ex- 
plate his crime at the end of a rope. 

That death will follow, there is but little, 
if any, doubt, as the prosecution under 
the management of Judge J. R. Crowe, 
tried the case very carefully and with 
as much leniency toward the accused as 
possible im the performance of duty, and 
Judge Noyes was scrupulously particular 
in seeing that no errors were made in the 
records of the court upon which to base a 
reversal by the Supreme Court of the ver- 
dict and sentence, which will foliow in con- 
formity therewith mext Monday. To avoid 
any possibility of a new trial being 
granted the defendant on the ground that 
he was not granted a postponement because 
of a material witness for the defense be- 
ing sick and unable to atteml, and that 
the trial was ordered by the Gurt to pro- 
ceed, Judge Crowe sent out a ‘warrant and 
had the said witness. McAllister, brought 
in for the trial. When, dur tung the trial, 
it was announced that the w tness desired 
by the defense was in court, the defend- 
ant’s attorneys announced that they did 
not want to put him on the stand, and 
Judge Noyes directed the court reporter to 
take these facts down. So that, takin 
everything into consideration, there seems 
to be little chance for Marshall's life, and 
particulariv if Gov. Budd etheres to his 
late declaration that if fury of twelve 
men in a ccotumunity wheres a crime has 
been committed finds the accused guilty, 
it is not for him to find otberwise. 

There was one very iroortant thing, 
which, if broueht out in ‘he trial, could 
not have failed to impress tte minds of the 
jurors, and that was the rutstion of the 
two men, but the prosecutien chese rather 
to try the case on the tesimony bearing 
upon the crime for which Marshall was ar- 
raigned. It could have been shown that 
Marshall has a hard record, is a desperado 
whp has been @ terror {> tle community in 
which the double murder was committed, 
and considered a dangcrove man wherever 
known: that he has been in a number of 
shooting affairs before, and that he came to 
this country with a bad reputation. While, 
om the other hand. Hamilton was known 
all over the southeastern portion of the 
county, in which he has lived all his life, 
as a quiet man and one who never sought 
to quarrel with any one. He was serving 
as deputy sheriff, in which position he had 
been for a number of years. He was a 
valuable man in that section, as he knew 
every thief and other hard characters of 
the Cahuilla couatry amd around about. 
While a quiet man, he was fearless, and 

ould perform his duties faithfully at all 
hazards. The rough characters knew him 
but to dislike him. The general verdict of 
the people is that the vardict of the jury is 
a rig oe. Judge Crowe made an 
excellent plea for the State before the jury, 
and deserves much credit for the able man- 
ner in which he conducted the prosecution.
